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Book Review

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Inside Apple's ProDOS by John Campbell. 1 984. Published by 
Reston Publishing Company, Inc., Reston, VA $27.50. 303 
pages. 

The purpose of this book is to give the reader a working 
knowledge of the ProDOS operating system. Comparisons are 
made with DOS 3.3 throughout the book, thus experienced 
users of the older operating system are made aware of the 
differences between the two. The book covers material found in 
at least three of the official Apple ProDOS manuals. 

In the introduction the reader is instructed in the basics of the 
operating system. The preparation of a scratch disk and a 
back-up copy is described. The system requirements and 
system startup are thoroughly covered. The only ProDOS 
command described in this section is the user installed HELP 
command. The commands; CAT, CATALOG, PREFIX, RUN, -, 
LOAD, and SAVE; are described in the second chapter with 
plenty of examples. Volumes, files, the directory and pathnames 
are also covered in the chapter. A number of 'so-called' 
housekeeping commands are presented in the third chapter. 
Commands such as CREATE, RENAME, DELETE, LOCK, and 
UNLOCK are described. The CHAIN, STORE, and RESTORE 
commands for chaining program control, and storing variables 
onto disk are briefly covered. A table of various file types is 
included in this chapter. 

Sequential-access, random-access, binary, and exec files are 
covered in the next four chapters. The OPEN, READ, WRITE, 
CLOSE, APPEND, FLUSH and POSITION commands are well 
illustrated in chapter 4. A program segment is used to 
demonstrate each command. The reading and writing of 
records is used to give the reader an appreciation of random 
access files. The BLOAD, BSAVE, and BRUN commands are 
used with binary or machine code in chapter 6. The use of the 
PR# or IN# commands to redirect I/O through a separate 
machine code segment is very briefly mentioned. EXECing files 
is covered briefly in chapter 7. A few small programs are given 
to illustrate the process. 


In Chapter 8 the two utility programs, FILER (for file and volume 
manipulations) and CONVERT (to convert between DOS 3.3 
and ProDOS) are described in detail. Each of the commands is 
covered in turn. The Machine Language Interface (MLI) is the 
topic of the ninth chapter. This is a rather weighty topic which is 
covered briefly but reasonably completely. There is a lot of 
information about particular memory locations. There is also 
quite a complete description of the MLI exerciser program. This 
allows budding machine language programmers to try out the 
various ProDOS calls which can be used in the machine 
language environment. There may not be as much detail as in 
the Technical Reference Manual, but there is enough 
information for the interested reader to make a start. 

Chapter 10 describes the top-down procedure for programming. 
This is illustrated with the development of a Christmas list filing 
program. Program segments are put together into a complete 
16 page program listing. The purpose of each section or line is 
completely described. 

There are a number of appendices. The first gives a brief 
comparison between the DOS 3.3 and ProDOS commands with 
examples. Appendix B describes the Apple memory map for 
ProDOS version 1 .0. Memory use in the first page of memory 
($00-$FF) is tabulated, with a general map of all 128K of the 
Apple //e illustrated. Appendix C gives a summary of the 
ProDOS commands and appendix D lists various error 
messages. Miscellaneous topics covered in Appendix E include 
clock cards and /RAM (RAM disk). The Applesoft Programmer's 
Assistant (APA) program is described in appendix G. The ASCII 
characters and decimal to hexadecimal conversion is covered 
in the last two appendices. The book is rounded off with good 
sized Bibliography, Glossary, and Index. 

This book covers much of the ProDOS system. It appears to be 
quite complete, covering both the easy and the difficult material. 
The descriptions are sometimes brief but usually sufficient for all 
but the novice. It is more a reference book than a tutorial. Again 
this book includes much of the material presented in three or 
four of the Apple manuals and thus could be a reasonable 
replacement for them.

A Guide to Apple Writer ll/lle by John A. Allen and Alex Ayres. 
1984. Published by Reston Publishing Company, Inc., Reston, 
VA $29.50. 336 pages. 




I haven't used Apple Writer since the very early versions. I gather it has 
improved quite a lot since then. The aim of this book is to give the Apple Writer 
user all the information needed to quickly get the maximum from the program. 
The book is divided into section covering getting started, a quick tour for the 
novice, and a large series of mini-lessons. The book has separate sections for 
the Apple 11+ and the Apple //e where the instructions are different. 

The first section, Book One, is a crash course designed to get you started 
quickly. A quick tour gives a complete key sequence to allow the user to have 
a quick look at Apple Writer. This section continues with 33 minilessons as a 
crash course in using the program. Minilessons include; manning the control 
key, how to begin a session with Apple Writer, How to type text, How to name a 
file, etc. The reader is given a brief (quick) look at Apple Writer. The authors 
give complete detail for each sequence with reader expected to work along 
with the program running on their Apple. Most of the basic word processing 
commands are covered. There is also a brief section on common mistakes. 

The second section covers most of the book and include even greater detail 
on the topics; typing(23), editing(ll), saving(19), loading(IO), and 
printing(22). The number of lesson(?) about each topic is given in parenthesis. 
Some of the lessons included in the first topic are; get help form the help 
screen, turn word wraparound off and on, justify your text, etc. The reader is 
given a complete, detailed explanation of each action with examples and 
specific Apple 11+ or lie information when appropriate. This section appears to 
be quite comprehensive covering most of the material needed to effectively 
use the word processor. 

There are a number of Appendices A through G. The first describes the use of 
Apple Writer’s Word-Processing Programs. Form letters and printing of large 
documents are possible with these programs. However, there is no mention of 
the Word Processing Language itself, which I gather from articles in Apple 
Orchard can be useful. Appendix B describes the use of Visicalc and Apple 
Writer together. To print Visicalc data with Apple Writer or to edit Visicalc 
models with Apple Writer. The next Appendix describes Apple Writer error 
messages. A number of 80 column cards are described in the next section, 
followed by a section on the computer work station (Desks and such). U.S. 
suppliers are given for both these options. A questions and answers section 
and a trouble shooting index complete the Appendices. The book is 
oompleted with a large glossary and index. 

A new or experienced user of the Apple Writer program would probably find 
this book quite useful. There is a lot of detail about each aspect of the program 
for the experienced user and the cookbook 'quick tour" approach to get the 
novice started.

The System on this disk contains the fonts: Chicago 12, Geneva 9 and 12, 
Monaco 9, Athens 18. and Bubbles 14 and 24 and the desk accessories: 
Calendar, Mock Terminal, Paint Grabber, Extras, Magnifying glass, Disk info, 12c 
(HP-1 2c simulation), Mock Printer, and Mock Write. The three Mocks and Extras 
are honorware; i.e. if you like them and use them you should send money to 
the authors). 

The Apple -> Mac programs (an Apple // and a Mac version) are attempts by me 
to send files from the Apple to the Mac. I have a number of text files in Zardax 
format (i.e. with the _ce type codes included) and these two programs will strip 
out the control sequences (at least the common ones that I have used). I have 
also been using the _rd and _bk sequence to signal alternate characters on the 
Epson printer. The transfer program converts these sequences into alternate 
(OPTION) key codes on the Mac. These are not in sequence, i.e. option-A is 
not one less than option-B. Optton-i is ASCII 94, and option-n is 126 all the rest 
are over 1 27. 1 have the Greek symbol alpha under the option-a key on the Mac. 
In my old Zardax file I would use the sequence _rda_bk to print out the Greek 
symbol. Clear as mud!!

The programs will also transfer ordinary sequential text files 
(Applesoft BASIC listings which have been captured as text 
files, for example?) and random access files with the format of a 
carriage return separating fields within records. The carriage 
returns are converted into tabs (as per FILE) and each record is 
separated by a carriage return (again as per FILE). The 
programs are not fast as I haven't been able to get the hardwire 
handshaking to work. Consequently, although the baud rate is 
set quite high there is a good pause between each character 
(on line 6020 of the Apple program) on output from the Apple. 
The MAC program is in Microsoft BASIC version 2.0. The 
programs are fairly straightforward. The MAC program is an 
early attempt, thus it works but is not great.
